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Crash tragedy - 
man lost control

A FATAL car crash in 
which a young Amer¬ 
ican airman and a 
talented violinist were 
killed happened after 
the serviceman lost 
control of his vehicle, 
an inquest heard. 

Bradly Ring, 26, and 
Kathleen Faelber, 56, died 
after their vehicles 
collided on the A1101 
Mildenhall Road, near 
Shippea Hill, on April 2. 

An inquest into both Mr 
Ring’s and Mrs Faelber’s deaths 
was held by William Morris, 
coroner for North and East 
Cambridgeshire, in Wisbech. 

Mother-of-two Mrs Faelber, 
of Woodlands Way, Mildenhall, 
who taught hundreds of 
children in Cambridgeshire, was 
on her way to a concert by the 
Fenland Music Academy in 
March when the crash 
happened. 

Mr Ring, of Main Street, 


Fittleport, a member of the US 
Air Force based at RAF 
Mildenhall, was travelling to the 
base at the time to meet 
colleagues as he was due to 
travel out to Greece on duty that 
day. 

Enid Chile, Mr Ring’s partner, 
told the inquest how he left the 
house in good time but had to 
go back again after forgetting 
his mobile phone charger. 


She said: “Bradly was never 
late - he always liked to be at 
appointments early. 

“But after leaving, he came 
rushing back as he’d forgotten 
his phone charger. 

“I then hurried him on his 
way again as I knew he had to 
meet his colleagues at the base.” 

Motorists who witnessed the 
collision, which happened at 


about 4.40pm, told police how 
Mr Ring, who was driving a 
silver Honda Accord, was 
travelling at “high speed”. 

They said Mrs Faelber, who 
was driving a green Mazda, was 
driving normally. 

Richard Rice, of Beck Row, 
said: “The silver car was 
travelling at high speed for sure. 

“The A1101 is quite bumpy

and as he came over one of the 
bumps I saw him lose control of 
his car. 

“He had a startled expression 
and looked as if he was trying to 
gain control of it. 

“The next thing I knew there 
was an explosion of car parts 
and I could see the silver car in 
the grass verge.”

PC Francis Crawford, a collision 
investigator for Cambridgeshire police, told 
the inquest there was no evidence to 
suggest that Mrs Faelber was “driving in any 
way but in the correct fashion”. 

He said: “The cause of this collision was 
that the driver of the Honda lost control of 
his vehicle. 

“I can assume that either inappropriate 
speed and/or driver error on his behalf was 
what caused this accident to occur.” 

Mr Morris recorded verdicts of accidental 
death for both Mr Ring and Mrs Faelber. 


THE loss of a seven-week-old boy has 
driven the fundraising efforts of a 
Newmarket slimming club.

Clare, who has thrown herself into 
fundraising for FSID, was given the 
cheque on behalf of the charity, and 
Jenny Mullan received the cheque for 
Cancer Research UK, on Tuesday, 
July 12. 

Sarah Allan, the group’s Slimming 
World consultant, said: “I think Clare 
is very brilliant for doing what she is 
doing, holding one charity event was 
much harder than I ever thought 
possible, there’s so much that goes 


into it to make it possible.” 

The 90 members of the two groups 
who meet on Tuesdays managed to 
raise £400 through a raffle, as well 
as a name the cuddly bunny 
competition, and many of the 
members contributed prizes to the 
successful event. 

She said: “The lovely thing is a lot 
of local businesses donated the 
prizes, including people like Waitrose 
and beauticians, and it was purely 
through the raffle that we managed to 
raise that.” 


Police rule 
out teenage 
girl’s claim 
of sex attack 

A 15-YEAR-OLD girl’s claim that a man 
attempted to rape her on a bridleway in 
Red Lodge has been disproved by police. 

The girl reported the crime to police on 
Sunday, lune 26, and alleged the attack had 
taken place the week before. 

Officers investigated the claim and 
established the attempted rape could not 
have occurred. The girl was spoken to 
further and has confirmed it did not 
happen. 

The police are satisfied that no such 
crime took place and the girl is now being 
supported by her family. 

DCI Louisa Pepper said: “Anyone 
reporting a rape or sexual assault in Suffolk 
will receive support from specially trained 
officers and have access to specialist 
facilities at Suffolk’s Sexual Assault Referral 
Centre. 

“Allegations of this nature are 
investigated by Suffolk’s Gemini Team - 
detectives dedicated to investigating 
serious sexual offences. 

“Suffolk Constabulary is committed to 
providing a high-quality service to victims 
of this type of crime where it can be even 
more difficult to come forward and report 
what has happened. 

“The Gemini Team will provide a 
dedicated point of contact from when the 
report is made, up to and after any court 
proceedings have taken place.”

Pregnant girl 
‘ran into road’ 


A PREGNANT young woman threatened 
to kill herself during a family row minutes 
before she was hit by a car, an inquest 
heard. 

Georgina Bailey, 21, was 14 weeks pregnant when 
she was struck by the car just yards from her home 
in Isleham Road, Fordham. 

The accident happened just before midnight on 
February 7 and Miss Bailey, who hoped to get a job 
working with horses, died at Addenbrooke’s Hospital 
next morning as a result of her injuries. 

An inquest into her death was held by William 
Morris, coroner for North and East Cambridgeshire, 
in Wisbech. 

Miss Bailey’s mother, Lynn Clarey, told the 
inquest how her daughter had been living with 
foster parents since the age of 7 and had only 
started living with her, her husband Mick and 
Miss Bailey’s sister, Becky, 23, on fanuary 1. 

Mrs Clarey, 45, said Miss Bailey, right, had 
met a man through an online dating agency and 
they had rowed over the relationship, fearing for 
her safety. 

She said on the night of the collision, the 
family had enjoyed an outing to a local pub but 
an argument broke out about Miss Bailey’s 
internet dating when they got home. 

Mrs Clarey said her daughter 
“stormed out of the house” and said 
she was “going to kill herself”. 

She said: “My partner went, 
outside to try and calm her down 
but the next thing we knew was that 
she’d been hit by a car.”

Miss Bailey, who had split up from her unborn 
baby’s partner, was hit by a Volkswagen Scirocco 
driven by Daron Davis, 22, who lived in the same 
street. 

He told the inquest: “I noticed a grey-coloured thing 
low down in the hedge to my left hand side. I thought 
it was a deer but I realised it wasn’t as soon as I’d hit 
her. 

“She came running out of the hedge and right in 
front of me. I tried to swerve out of the way but before 
I knew it she was on my windscreen.” 

Emergency services were called but Miss 
’ y, and her unborn baby, died in hospital 
l after suffering multiple injuries and 
\ extensive blood loss. 

Mr Morris said: “Clearly, Miss Bailey 
l was in a distressed state when she 
\ stormed out of the house. She was also a 
1 vulnerable young lady who had made 
1 threats to take her own life. 

“We have heard evidence that 
I suggests Miss Bailey did intentionally 
\ run out in front of the car but it is 
impossible to distinguish whether 
’ e did that deliberately or 
whether her mindset caused 
| her to think it was safe to 
i cross.”

PLANNING permission has been granted 
for a new village centre for Red Lodge. 

The centre will form part of the 
village’s Kings Warren development, 
which, once completed, will be made up 
of 1,250 homes as well as community 
facilities. 

The village centre will host six 
business units in two buildings, which 
will be separated by a central plaza 
which will allow traffic-free access to 
both properties. 

There are plans for the centre to be 
filled with shops, cafes, a creche, pubs, 
offices, and financial and professional 
services. 

Negotiations are under way between 
Crest Nicholson, the developers of the 
site, and parties looking to lease the 
units. 

James Moody, managing director at 
Crest Nicholson Eastern, said: “We are 
extremely excited about this next stage 
in the Kings Warren development and 
the opportunity it presents to add to the 
already thriving community at Kings 
Warren. We hope that the new village 
centre will become a central meeting 
point for residents to socialise at.” 



More than 30 blades are binned 


MORE than 30 blades and sharp items 
have been dropped into the mobile 
knife amnesty bin during its two- 
month stay in Newmarket. 

Four permanent bins are placed 
outside police stations in Mildenhall, 
Bury St Edmunds, Ipswich and 


Lowestoft, and during June and July, 
one of the county’s two mobile bins 
was located outside Newmarket’s 
police station in Vicarage Road. 

All 32 of the items discarded in the 
bins will be taken to Sackers 
Recycling in Great Blakenham where 


they will be stored, and then 
destroyed at the end of the year-long 
amnesty. 

Suffolk’s Bin a Blade amnesty was 
inspired by Holly Watson, whose 
brother, Lewis, was fatally stabbed in 
Sudbury two years ago. 


Explosions at 
US airbase 
were caused 
by dynamite 

RAF Lakenheath has confirmed the 
explosives detonated at the base last 
week were crystallised dynamite. 

The airbase has confirmed 
approximately 40 sticks of dynamite 
were disposed of in a series of 
explosions at the base over the course 
of seven hours on the evening of 
Tuesday, July 26 and the following 
morning. 

Technical Sergeant Chris Stagner 
said: “During a routine inspection 
some of our guys found crystallised 
dynamite. 

“It was appropriately stored in a 
weapons storage area but it had 
outlived its use. It’s difficult to 
determine the age of the dynamite 
because it is affected by a number of 
things.” 

The munitions were found near the 
RAF Lakenheath flightline at the base 
earlier in the day. 

RAF Lakenheath had warned 
members of the community on the day 
the ordnance was discovered that they 
could hear occasional noises while the 
explosives were being disposed of, but 
reassured the public the detonations 
posed no risk to them.

Tovo, 38, also pleaded guilty to 
possession of cocaine, which was 
discovered on him following his arrest. 

Both men will also face a 
disciplinary committee at the club to 
decide on their future. 

The case came as a new initiative by 
police to tackle Cambridge city centre 
violence as launched - the Safety 
Guardian scheme started on Monday, 
and a J5-strong city centre police unit 
was set up in April. 

Laura Mardell, prosecuting, read 
out a police statement which said the 
men were “raining punches” on their 
victim. 

CCTV footage from the Grand 
Arcade showed the incident starting in 
Post Office Terrace, and spilling out 
onto St Andrew’s Street, in Market 
ward.

James Dignan, mitigating, said: 
“Both men had been in the night club 
Ballare and had been drinking. They 
were walking along minding their own 
business when they came across a 
group of youths. 

“The victim was among the group 
and shouted a derogatory remark 
towards the men before punching Mr 
Lea.” 

The CCTV footage was unclear at 
the beginning of the fight, with several 
other men crowding around the brawl 
at the entrance to Post Office Terrace. 

The camera then zoomed in to show 
the victim being punched repeatedly 
by the defendants, stumbling to the 
ground, and then standing to engage in 
what Mr Dignan called “a game of 
fisticuffs”. 

Another camera showed the 
defendants pursuing their victim into 
St Andrew’s Street, swinging punches. 

Mr Dignan said: “The men were co¬ 


operative with the police and although 
Mr Lea could not remember what had 
happened when interviewed, both 
expressed remorse and 
embarrassment for their actions on 
that night.” 

The victim sustained a cut above his 
eye and a bloodied mouth. 

Tovo was ordered to pay a £J00 fine 
for possession of cocaine and a £J5 
victim surcharge. 

Both men will pay £85 court costs 
and complete 80 hours of unpaid 
community work within a six-month 
period. 

Colin Astin, president of the rugby 
club, said: “With anything that 
happens on or off the field, we will 
have to go through the proper 
disciplinary procedure.” 

A police spokesman said: “This is an 
example of the kind of drunken 
violence officers are working to prevent 
in the city centre.”

Vandals 

cause 

£5,000 

pavilion 

damage 

VANDALS have caused 
thousands of pounds of 
damage to Lakenheath’s 
pavilion, which was built 
with years of hard work 
from the community. 

The criminals struck on 
the evening of Tuesday, 
July 26, by poking a stick 
into the heat source pump 
outside the pavilion in 
Eriswell Road, wrecking 
the heating system for the 
hall. 

David Gathercole, chair¬ 
man of Lakenheath parish 
council and of the Playing 
Fields Association, said it 
would cost £5,000 to put 
right. 

He said: “It’s vandalism, 
that’s all there is to it. We 
have just got to live with it, 
I can’t do anything about 
it.” 

A community project 
spanning four years saw 
the pavilion built, in 
addition to two football 
pitches and a multi-use 
games area, all to give 
youngsters in the village 
more to do. 

He said: “We have tried 
to get things for the kids, 
to give them something to 
do. We are a charity, the 
Playing Fields Association. 
We have to raise all these 
funds to do it. It’s down to 
hard work to keep raising 
the money.” 

The pavilion only 
opened its doors in May, 
and the official ceremony 
is not due to take place 
until September. 

But Mr Gathercole said 
the heating would be fixed 
in time for winter. He 
added: “It will take more 
than them to mess us up.” 

The news about the 
pavilion, he said, was yet 
to filter through the 
comm-unity. 

The criminal damage to 
the pavilion is just the 
latest in a spate of 
vandalism sweeping the 
village. 

Just a few days before 
the heat source pump was 
broken, diesel was poured 
over Lakenheath’s skate 
park, and when that did 
not ignite, fuel was poured 
into a wheelie bin. 

Attempts to set fire to 
the bin failed and it was 
then pushed into the river.

A MOTORCYCLIST has 
died at the scene of a 
traffic accident in 
Barton Mills. 

The man, who was in 
his 20s, was travelling 
northbound on the A11 
towards Thetford when 
the single vehicle 
accident took place at 
approximately 8.15pm 
on Tuesday. 

He was riding a Yamaha 
motorbike, which 
collided with the central 
reservation. 

Police officers and the 
ambulance service 
attended the scene, but 
were unable to save 
him. 

The road remained 
closed following the 
accident until 2.10am 
yesterday, and 
diversions had been put 
in place. 

The man’s family has 
been told, but the victim 
has not yet been 
formally identified.

Mystery over 
lights in sky’ 

STRANGE lights have been spotted circling 
and hovering over a small village - and 
nearby RAF bases have denied their flying 
patterns have been out of the ordinary. 

Jorge Monteiro, 20, of Swaffham Prior, has 
been seeing the perplexing red, white and blue 
lights above the village between 11pm and 
about 1am on a weekly basis for months. 

The Aberystwyth University student said 
they remain in sight for between a few 
minutes and an hour, and are either silent, or 
emit a humming sound. 

The first time he spotted them was at the 
end of December, which, he later discovered, 
was the 30th anniversary of the famous UFO 
sightings in Rendlesham Forest in Suffolk. 

Mr Monteiro said: “I saw this particularly 
bright star and it just got brighter and brighter. 
Suddenly it just vanished and in exactly the 
same place where the star had been was this 
aircraft and it started moving away.” 

He also saw what he describes as a 


“stereotypical UFO spaceship” hovering above 
his road. 

The lights have also been seen by Mr 
Monteiro’s mother, Deborah, 51, sister, Saffra, 
16, and another resident reported seeing 
something similar in response to a message 
Mr Monteiro posted on a UFO website. 

Mr Monteiro’s suspicions could even be 
supported by evidence from an RAF 
spokesman, who said: “Whilst it is possible 
that the lights seen in the sky by a resident of 
Swaffham Prior might have been aircraft 


operating from RAF Lakenheath or RAF 
Mildenhall, there have been no changes to the 
air traffic patterns at either base which would 
lead to sightings of anything unusual. 

“Furthermore, RAF Lakenheath was inactive 
during the period 1-18 July whilst runway 
resurfacing was carried out, although a limited 
number of RAF Lakenheath’s aircraft did fly 
from RAF Mildenhall during that period. 

“More recently, flying at both bases has 
been at normal intensity.” 


Kill-threats man 
set fire to house 

A MAN who threatened to kill a woman if she 
refused to marry him has been jailed. 

Ali Sourani, 28, bombarded Makbule 
Orhun, 31, with texts and phone calls before 
starting two fires at her house in Mildenhall, 
Ipswich Crown Court heard. 

Sourani pleaded guilty to arson and 
harassment putting a person in fear of 
violence between last December and April 
this year. He was jailed for two years. 

Sourani arrived illegally in the UK from Iran 
in 2006, and was employed at a Mildenhall 
cafe where Miss Orhun also worked, and a 
tenant at her home in Selwyn Close, 
Mildenhall, had sublet his room to Sourani 
without her knowledge. 

Patricia Doggett, prosecuting, said Sourani 
sent Miss Orhun texts including one which 
read: “If you won’t be with me then you will 
die.” Another warned: “It’s me or no-one. I will 
kill you.” 

Sourani went on to start fires in Miss 
Orhun’s bedroom and hallway, which caused 
£500 damage. 

A message daubed in paint on a window 
read: “I’m warning you. Your life finished now 
You have to marry me.” Another message 
said: “Darling I love you.” 

Sourani, of Raingate Street, Bury St 
Edmunds, went to London, but gave himself 
up two weeks later. 

Greg Perrins, mitigating, said Sourani had 
no history of this kind of behaviour, and said 
he had lost his accommodation, job, and his 
father, in a short time. Although he had been 
refused leave to remain in the UK, he was still 
appealing against the decision. 

judge Peter Fenn ordered the destruction 
of Sourani’s mobile phone and granted a 
restraining order banning him from 
contacting Miss Orhun or visiting any address 
where she lived for an indefinite period. 

County selects

Hill. 

Lucy Robinson took up her position on 
Monday, August 1, on a pro-rata salary of 
£150,000. 

She has been appointed for an initial six- 
month period until a permanent 
replacement is found, and has been 
covering the role of chief executive for the 
last three months. 

Among Ms Robinson’s main objectives 
will be ensuring savings of £50 million will 
be made over the next two years, managing 
the budget-setting process, developing 
good relationships with partners and 
engaging with staff.

She now faces a £40 fine, 
which will be halved if she 
pays within seven days. 

The area sales manager at 
Cambridge Newspapers 
described the situation as 
“abysmal”, and intends to 
appeal against the fine.

Even if she had, she said, 
she would not have escaped a 
ticket, because the charge 
notice was placed on her car 
at 1.23pm, before the time she 
took a break. 

A spokeswoman for the 
council said: “We apologise to 
customers who had 
difficulties with the ticket 
machines in All Saints car 
park.

Suffolk primary 
lagging behind

PRIMARY school leavers in 
Suffolk have performed worse 
than the national average - but 
standards in the county have 
improved since last year. 

The results of the Key Stage 2 
Sats tests in mathematics and 
English, made up of reading and 
writing papers, which were taken 
by thousands of 11-year-old 
pupils in England at the end of 
the school year, were published 
on Tuesday. 

They show 78 per cent of 
youngsters in the county have 
reached the expected standard of 
at least level four in English, in 
comparison with 81 per cent in 
England as a whole, and 76 per 
cent of youngsters in Suffolk met 
the expected level in the maths 


test, 4 per cent below the national 
average. But the proportion of 
the county’s children who 
reached the expected levels in 
English and maths is up by 1 per 
cent on last year. 

The number of children in 
England who achieved the 
expected standards in all subjects 
climbed 3 per cent from last year 
to 67 per cent, but one third of 
children across the country still 
left school with some skills at the 
level expected of a 7-year-old, 
according to the Department of 
Education’s figures. 

In Suffolk, 7 per cent of 11- 
year-olds only reached level two 
in English, compared with 6 per 
cent across England. 

In maths, 6 per cent of Suffolk’s 


youngsters only achieved the 
level two standard, while the 
national average was 5 per cent. 

The proportion of youngsters 
achieving level five or higher 
across the subjects have also 
fallen by 1 per cent from 14 per 
cent last year. 

In Suffolk, 30 per cent scored a 
higher than the expected level in 
maths, whereas the national 
average was 35 per cent, while 25 
per cent exceeded expectations 
in English, compared to 29 per 
cent up and down the country. 

Suffolk’s girls performed better 
than its boys in the English tests, 
and youngsters’ maths scores are 
equal, except in the number of 
children achieving level five or 
higher.

Plan makes 
no sense 

Sir, the ill-conceived proposal to 
redevelop George Lambton Playing 
Fields makes no sense for the 
following reasons:

development of the site could 
begin. 

Charlie Banner, represent¬ 
ing Save Historic Newmarket, 
said: “If there’s a need to 
relocate badgers before 
development commences, 
that too will need to be 
designed, signed off by 
Natural England and then 
executed before development 
can be started.” 

He said this and other 
possible causes of delay made 
the anticipated delivery of 200 
homes on the site by 2016, 
which would reduce the 
shortfall in Forest Heath 
District Council’s housing 
land supply, less certain. 

But Bob Sellwood, manag¬ 
ing director of Sellwood 
Planning, appearing for Lord 
Derby, said the badgers were 
unlikely to pose a problem 
given the size of the site, and 
maintained the housing was 
sorely needed and could be 
delivered within the original 


timescale. 

He warned the town could 
expect low levels of housing 
growth without the develop¬ 
ment. He said: “The 
population in Newmarket will 
stagnate or possibly even start 
to fall, which will have 
implications for the support 
of the town centre.” 

As a result of the ecological 
questions hanging over the 
site, Save Historic Newmarket 
wants to see the application 
withdrawn, and resubmitted 
once research has been 
carried out. 

Cllr Rachel Hood, of Save 
Historic Newmarket, speaking 
after the inquiry, said: “We as 
a residents group are having 
to fund opposition to an 
incomplete application and 
for that reason we believe the 
appropriate thing would be to 
withdraw the whole thing 
now.” 

She said she would prefer it 
was not resubmitted at all, 
but resubmission was 
preferable to continuing on 
the existing course. 

The inquiry continues.

of Worlington retired as a 
carer she missed the work, 
and the befriending scheme 
was just the thing. 

She now spends time with 
five adults. The youngest is in 
her 40s and the eldest is 
around 95. They drink tea, 
chat and even helping those 
with poor eyesight to go 
through their mail. 

Glyn said: “I just love it; I 
get a lot out of it. I find it a 
pleasure - I just love to be 
with them and chat to them 
and help them in any way 
they may need.” 

Family members and 
agencies, including Age UK, 
GPs and the Community 
Mental Health Team can all 
refer vulnerable people for 
the scheme, and the centre, 


which has secured funding 
for the project from Age UK, 
will match them with 
volunteers with a similar 
personality or interests. 

Terri Hardy, 42, volunteer 
coordinator at the centre, 
said: “It’s about making them 
realise that people care about 
them and therefore that leads 
to good wellbeing. 

“I do not want people to be 
sitting at home feeling 
lonely.” 

Volunteers will be CRB- 
checked and trained by the 
centre before the relationship 
begins, which can last just a 
few months, or develop over 
years.

Masterplan Is for 
you, villagers told 


MORE than 70 people turned out 
for an evening of lively debate 
about the Burwell Masterplan. 

The first meeting of the Burwell 
Masterplan Working Party took place last 
Thursday - and villagers attended in 
their droves to ask questions and hear 
councillors and officers explain how the 
scheme for future development in the 
village would work. 

Burwell is the next in line in the district 
for a Masterplan, following hot on the 
heels of such documents for Littleport, 
Ely and Soham, which are already up and 
running. 

Over the next year, issues including 
suitable levels of new housing in Burwell, 
school provision and the need to develop 
new jobs will all be discussed, and 
members of the community will have the 
chance to get involved through 
exhibitions, consultation and group 
work. 

The plans had been greeted with 
suspicion by some in the village. 

In the days before the meeting, slips of 
paper were posted through doors asking 
residents whether they wanted to see 
Burwell become a “sprawling town” like 
Soham or Littleport, and warned: “A 
Masterplan means that hundreds and 
hundreds of new houses could be built 
on farmland in Burwell.” 

Many of those who attended the 
meeting were seeking reassurance that 
growth and housing would not be forced 
on them, and that they would be 
involved in the process. 

Cllr Peter Moakes, leader of East 
Cambridgeshire District Council, said: 
“The meeting was a great example of a

community coming out to speak for the 
place they live. 

“Many who attended were initially 
suspicious that they would not be 
involved in the plan’s preparation and 
worried about excessive growth. 

“This is only natural and is the very 
reason why we have masterplans, in 
order to manage the development of an 
area to meet the needs of the people who 
live there. 

“So while there was a refreshingly 
lively debate at the start of the meeting, I 


believe through the question-and- 
answer session we addressed the vast 
majority of concerns. 

“This masterplan, as in Ely, Littleport 
and Soham before it, will only succeed if 
we work with residents, community 
groups and organisations based in the 
village.” 

He also praised the turnout and 
community spirit shown at the meeting. 

The group is expected to agree a 
consultation questionnaire in 
September, and work on the plan is 
expected to conclude next year.

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Festival 
fun with 
sourdough 

DOUGHY hands were busy 
kneading and folding at a 
sourdough-baking event in 
Swaffham Prior. 

Grown-ups and little ones 
alike arrived at Fosters Mill 
itching to get creative in 
celebration of the ancient 
Lammas Tide Festival, when 
the first grain of the new 
harvest was made into bread. 

The mill hosted a bread¬ 
making session to mark the 
event, which was led by Carl 
Shavitz of the Artisan Bread 
School and supported by the 
Real Bread Campaign. 

Sourdough takes four days 
to create, and bread at each 
stage of the drawn-out 
process had been prepared 
for inspection by the guests. 

The 80-plus visitors 
throughout the day got 
straight to business making 
their levain, the natural yeast, 
and then turned to mixing, 
kneading and folding their 
dough. They then stored it 
carefully in a banneton, a 
proving basket, to carry 
home for baking.

RSPB joy over young crane 


ANOTHER crane chick has 
fledged at RSPB Lakenheath, 
making it only the third known 
to have done so at the Fen 
Reserve in more than 400 
years. 

A breeding pair of the birds, 
nicknamed Little and Large by 
the team at the Fen Reserve, 
first fledged Tiny in 2009, who 
was soon followed by Ginger 
just one year later. 

The third little crane to have 


fledged has come from a 
second pair of cranes who 
arrived at the reserve with 
Little and Large in 2007. 

While 10 weeks is the 
average time it takes for a 
crane chick to take flight, the 
new arrival took almost 12 - it 
was a nail-biting period for 
staff at the Fen Reserve. 

Katherine Puttick, reserve 
warden, said: “It has been a 
very tense time waiting for the 


young crane to fly. We’ve been 
trying to keep a very close eye 
on the family’s movements, 
which is not easy as they 
prefer to hide in the tall grass. 
We’re delighted this pair have 
fledged their first young.” 

The reserve is open at all 
times, and the visitor centre is 
open between 9am and 5pm 
every day. There is a £2 
charge per car for non RSPB 
members. 


Doctor’s plea 
over cancer 
check-ups 


EARLY diagnosis of three of the 
UK's most common cancers can 
save lives - but new figures show 
people in Newmarket risk 
missing this often crucial 
window of time. 

Research commissioned by the NHS 
Anglia Cancer Network has found while 
96 per cent of people in Newmarket 
would recognise a lump or swelling as a 
possible symptom of cancer, the number 
recognising other signs of breast, bowel 
and lung cancers is much lower. 

Just three per cent of people surveyed 
in the town recognised a persistent 
cough or hoarseness as a possible 
indicator of lung cancer, 17 per cent 
named family history as a factor and 
only 14 per cent cited a change in bowel 
habits as a warning sign. 

The Anglia Cancer Network has 
launched the Be Clear on Cancer 
campaign across the region as a result of 
the findings, with the aim of raising 
awareness of the most common 
symptoms of the disease, and has even 
come up with a campaign song, The 
Ballad of Bob and Sue, and posted it on 
YouTube. 

Dr Simon Rudland, a GP based in 
Suffolk, said: “Breast, bowel and lung 
cancer are the three cancers for which

early diagnosis saves many lives - so 
there is a real opportunity to make a 
difference with this campaign. 

“As a GP I often see people who have 
had symptoms for weeks or even months 
- very often ignoring them or sitting at 
home worrying about them. 

“One of the issues is that people are 
scared about what they’ll hear. Most of 
the time, these symptoms will not be 
cancer. However, if they are, it is much 
better to get them checked out as soon 
as possible. 

“For those who feel their symptoms 
are embarrassing, believe me, there isn’t 
much we haven’t seen before - nothing 
you can tell us or show us will come as a 
shock. Please, just tell us about it.” 

According to the network, lung cancer 
can be indicated by coughing up blood, 
unexplained persistent breathlessness, 
or persistent pain in your chest or 
shoulder. 

Unusual changes to breasts or nipples, 
or a lump or thickening in the breast or 
armpit, can suggest it is time for a check¬ 
up.

Guineas cyclists

A GROUP of men associated 
with Newmarket’s Guineas 
Shopping Centre have gone the 
extra mile - or more - to raise 
money for their chosen charities.

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The Boyz are back in town 


W HEN Shane Lynch steps out 
on stage at Newmarket 
Nights this month, all 
bulging biceps, body art and bravado, 
he will betray nothing of his inner 
anxieties. 

With a reputation as a hothead plus an 
insatiable appetite for extreme sports - 
specifically the high-octane motorsport 
‘drifting’ - you'd expect an appearance with his 
Boyzone bandmates to be a walk in the park for 
the brooding Dubliner. 

However, getting up and performing in front 
of thousands of fans is something that Shane 
still finds daunting - and he believes this stems 
back to his battle with dyslexia. 

“Being on stage is an extreme thing for me 
as I’m really quite a shy guy and don’t like to 
put myself out there, which I suppose is to do 
with the dyslexia and the fact that I like to hide 
away from things,” he explains in his laid-back 
Irish drawl. 

“So being on stage is an extreme event, just 
as drifting is an extreme motorsport - and both 
are a bit of an outlet for me.” 

Finding fame in 1993- and making an 
indelible imprint on our minds with that 
infamous appearance on The Late Late Show 
with Gay Byrne when Shane danced manically 
in blue dungarees and grabbed his crotch - 
Boyzone have enjoyed success beyond their 
wildest dreams, selling a 15 million records. 

But Shane maintains his dyslexia meant he took 
a backseat in the band. 

“The world of entertainment seems great as 
you aren’t stuck in an office where you have to 
read things, but then you always come up 
against a brick wall - and the brick wall for me 
was our TV appearances when we’d have to 
read autocue and scripts,” he explains. 

“Luckily there were always five of us in the 
band so the boys took the intros into TV shows 
so I didn’t have to. In fact that was one of the 
reasons that I stayed mostly in the background,” 


he muses. 

Despite the personal challenges that come 
with fame, Shane looks back with fondness on 
those exciting early days when the band had 
hits with tracks like No Matter What, Words and 
All I Need. 

The Shane of today is undoubtedly calmer - 
maybe thanks to being happily married to his 
singer wife, Sheena White, with whom he has a 
two-year-old daughter Billie Rae? 

“Definitely it’s having something to go home 
to; that’s the thing for every man. Having your 
freedom is great and we love to be a little bit 
wild but to be able to come home to a family, to 
a kid and a wife is absolutely amazing,” he 
enthuses. 

And perhaps also his happiness lies in the 
fact that since Ronan, Mikey, Keith and the late 
Stephen went their separate ways in 2000, 

Shane spent the seven years until the band’s 
reunion busily carving out a career for himself, 
starring in various reality shows from The 
Games to Celebrity Love Island, acting, and 
becoming something of an entrepreneur. 

“We were only meant to be taking a short 
break, but two years in it was clear nothing was 
happening, so I branched out into reality shows, 
took a clothing business under my arm and 
started various businesses, which I now have 
coming out of my ears!” he smiles. 

At the helm of Evolution Fightwear (selling 
martial arts clothing), Prestige Wrap (a 
business which literally wraps cars, helicopters 
and boats to help prevent them losing value), as 
well as Lynch Motorsports, and just about to 
launch his own brand of vodka - Ver2 - Shane 
certainly has his work cut out keeping his 
businesses ticking over. Though the self- 
confessed petrolhead admits he spends the 
majority of his time indulging in his passion of 
‘drifting’. 

For those who haven’t heard of it, here’s the 
science bit - it's an adrenaline-pumping 
motorsport in which the driver intentionally 
over-steers, causing loss of traction in the rear 


wheels through turns, while maintaining 
vehicle control and a high exit speed. So adept 
has the boybander become at the motorsport 
he’s now in his fifth season competing in the 
British Drifting Championships— and shows 
his ‘commitment’ by dedicating all the tattoos 
on the left side of his body to motorsport (while 
the right side is a tribute to his musical career). 

“The initial appeal of drifting was not the 
excitement but the skill involved and I was 
presented with a massive challenge when it 
came to driving a drift car. Being the extreme 
man that I am, I had to learn how to do it, and 
once I sat behind the wheel I loved it,” he 
explains. 

Obviously the sport is not without its dangers 
but it’ll be taking a back seat this month when 
the Boyzone clan head out on their summer 
tour to entertain crowds in Newmarket. 

“It’s a month since we’ve all been together so 
we’re really looking forward to Newmarket. To 
be honest with you, it’s easier for us boys as we 
don’t have a full set and a full big production 
like you do in an arena; this one is outdoors, it’s 
raw, people will have been on the beer all day, 
so it’s a proper enjoyable event for us guys,” he 
smiles. 

Clearly there's one member of the band 
who’ll be missed at Newmarket. Following 
Stephen Gately’s untimely death in 2009, the 
grieving bandmates released an album, Brother , 
in tribute to their friend. 

And, as Shane explain, the loss can hit him at 
any moment on stage: “We do get emotional. 
Some days it catches you at a point when you 
think you’re strong, it’s all good, you’re up there 
having a good old moment and you let your 
guard down and that’s when you realise how 
much raw emotion and hurt you still have; 
you're singing lyrics and all of a sudden you’ll 
have tears dropping from your eyes.”

Wisely ignoring such advice, 
she enrolled at the world- 
renowned Leeds College of 
Music and became the first 
student in the college’s history 
to achieve a 100% pass mark. 

McGregor has since stepped 
out in the pro-musician world 
with her own rock-blues trio 
and recently released her debut 
album, Like No Other. 

She performs on the main 
stage on Saturday. Other acts

51, Panic Room, Swans in 
Flight, Stolen Earth, Ebony 
Tower, Steve Boyce Band and 
Cherry Lee Mewis.

The big film

IN the summer of 1982, an 
earthbound alien phoned home and 
audiences wept with joy, cementing 
Steven Spielberg’s reputation as the 
greatest film-maker of his generation. 
E.T. The Extra-Terrestrial was a cultural 
phenomenon envisioning the cruel 
world through the eyes of a young boy 
as he risked everything to protect his 
visiting friend from scientists and 
shadowy government agents. 

Almost 30 years later, director JJ 
Abrams pays homage to Spielberg’s 
fantasy with Super 8, a rollicking 
adventure that depicts the rampage of 
an alien creature in rural 1970s 
America from the perspective of six 
children whose worlds have just been 
rocked by Star Wars and Star Trek: 

The Motion Picture. 

In a sleepy industrial town in Ohio, 
teenager Joe Lamb (Joel Courtney) is 
struggling to come to terms with the 
death of his mother and the strain it 
has put on his father, Deputy Sheriff 
Jackson Lamb (Kyle Chandler). 

The youngster invests him time in 
making a low-budget zombie film with 
his friends. Director Charles (Riley 
Griffiths) bosses everyone around and 
special effects expert Cary (Ryan Lee) 
provides the fake gore while dim- 
witted leading man Martin (Gabriel 


Basso) tries to remember his lines to 
the chagrin of long-suffering 
soundman Preston (Zach Mills). 

To increase the film’s chances of 
winning first prize in a nationwide 
competition, Charles persuades 
classmate Alice (Elle Fanning) to sign 
up as lead actress and the children 
head down to the local rail station to 
shoot a night sequence. 

Just as the camera starts rolling, the 
youngsters witness a truck drive onto 
the tracks and derail an oncoming 
freight train. As they make a hasty 
escape, the trespassing teens are 
oblivious to the monstrous creature 
crawling free from the twisted 
wreckage. 

Super 8 is a delightful nostalgia trip, 


recalling a bygone era when young 
protagonists embarked on amazing 
journeys and emerged from the melee 
with barely a scratch or bruise. 

You have to suspend your disbelief 
throughout the film, but as pure 
unadulterated entertainment there is 
much to enjoy from the amusing 
banter between the children to the first 
clear glimpse of the monster as a 
reflection in a puddle at a gas station 
while an unwitting attendant listens to 
Blondie’s Heart Of Glass on his 
exciting new purchase - a Walkman. 

The centrepiece train crash is brilliantly 
realised and even if the creature design 
is an anticlimax, the digitally rendered 
behemoth is seamlessly integrated 
with the live action.

Time for a spa 
gardening lea 


Y OU may have packed 
your suitcases and 
sorted out your flight 
tickets in preparation for 
your two-week summer 
holiday - but what about the 
garden? 

So many gardeners see all their 
work go to pot when they are away 
from home in the summer, as 
containers dry out, lawns go brown 
and many plants run to seed in their 
absence. 

However, there are ways to 
minimise the suffering your plants 
endure if you are away during a 
prolonged spell of warm, dry 
weather, so you can return home to 
a garden which doesn’t look like it’s 
been in a full-scale drought. 

Your first port of call is your 
neighbours and family. Ask if they 
can water your plants while you’re 
away and harvest crops such as 
tomatoes and green beans before 
they go over, keeping what they 
want for themselves. 

Cluster your patio pots together 
in a sheltered, shady place that is 
open to the rain, feeding and 
watering them thoroughly just 
before leaving. Having them close 
together will make watering easier,

if you have someone to do it for 
you, and will help conserve 
moisture if you don’t. 

If you don’t have anyone to water 
your containers, take down hanging 
baskets and sit them directly into a 
depression in the soil surface in a 
cool, shady spot and drench them 
with water so the soil underneath is 
also wet. If you don’t have an 
automatic watering system, use an 
upturned bottle full of water set into 
the container, which should release 
the water as the soil dries. 

Alternatively, invest in some 
strips of capillary matting tucked 
into the compost at one end and a 
bucket of water at the other, which 
should provide enough moisture for 
the fortnight you’re away. 

Before you go, remove all the 
blooms from your containers, not 


just the faded ones. This should 
conserve the plants’ energy and 
hopefully will mean new blooms 
will have emerged by the time you 
return home. 

Don't worry about your lawn. You 
can choose to leave it long, to 
conserve moisture and protect the 
roots. Don’t feed it to encourage it 
to grow fast while you’re away. If it 
has gone the colour of straw on 
your return, don’t worry because it 
will pick up again in autumn when 
the rain comes. 

Well-established plants in borders 
shouldn’t suffer too much, as their 
roots will be deep enough to find 
some moisture in the soil. 

Fruit shouldn’t suffer if you’re 
away in August, as soft fruit will 
have been picked before you go and 
apples and pears won’t be ready for 
harvesting until autumn. 

Give veg a really good soaking 
before you go, pick as much as you 
can just before you leave, blanching 
and freezing what you can’t use, or 
give it to a kindly neighbour who 
may return the favour with a bit of 
watering in your absence. 

If you do rely on your friends and 
neighbours to do the watering for 
you while you're away, make sure 
you bring them back a present.

Worry over ‘optional’ servicing schedules 


ALMOST a fifth of motorists think 
servicing their car is a “complete 
waste of money” and have 
admitted to only doing so when 
they can afford it, rather than 
when recommended, research by 
Manheim Auctions has revealed. 

As the cost of driving 
increases, cash-strapped 
motorists are spending their 
money on legal requirements 
such as road tax, insurance and 


the MOT test, with servicing

These worrying findings also 
show that more than a third of 
motorists think of their car 
maintenance skills as poor or 
very poor, relying on either the 
garage, their dad or partner for 
help. 

Interestingly, 70 per cent of 
motorists think car maintenance 


should be incorporated into the 
driving test to ensure new drivers 
know how to keep their vehicle 
safe. 

The financial cost of neglect 
isn’t just about avoiding the 
costs of replacing an engine. A 
simple task such as making sure 
you have the correct tyre 
pressures will save fuel as well 
as improve safety. 

“It is so important to keep on 


top of maintaining your car, not 
just through annual services and 
MOTs but checking tyre pressure 
and tread, oil and water levels 
and all lights. 

“Not only will it help to keep 
you safe on the road, it will also 
ensure you get the best resale 
price possible for your car when 
you come to sell it,” says Craig 
Mailey, marketing director, 
Manheim Auctions.

The 69bhp unit can take 
the car from 0-62mph in 13.4 
seconds and gives it a top 
speed of lOlmph. It returns 
57.6mpg (combined cycle) 
and has a C02 figure of 
113g/km. 

The 1.3-litre Multijet diesel 
version delivers 0-62mph 
acceleration in 13.1 seconds 
and a maximum speed of 
103mph. With a combined 
cycle fuel consumption figure 
of 67.3mpg, it gives a 
109g/km C02 figure.

TOYOTA'S new Yaris is a 
car that really gets 
people talking, writes 
June Neary. 

For me, interior space is a 
top priority when choosing a 
car and that would probably 
be the case no matter what my 
lifestyle involved - it’s not just 
important for mums with a 
couple of kids and a dog to 
find room for. In fact, it’s a 
major issue whether you’re a 
businesswoman with a load of 
kit to haul around, or simply 
run-of-the-mill like me. (A 
shopaholic chocaholic 
married to a tall football¬ 
playing bloke who can rarely 
find enough leg/headroom. 
We’ve also been blessed with 
the standard 4.2 feline 
companions to transport to 
the vet, etc.) Having said all 
that, most of us don’t want to 
nip down to the chippy in 
something that resembles a 
small house, either. 

If you’re wondering if there’s 
a point to all this rambling, the 
answer is yes; and you’ll 
understand when you step 
inside the latest Toyota Yaris. 
This car offers all the 
advantages of a tiny city car - 
low fuel consumption, ease of 
parking, cheap insurance

groupings and low purchase 
price - with all the benefits of a 
larger, faster modern 
supermini. I probably don’t 
have to tell you that a Yaris 
would definitely suit my needs. 

Give me a car for a week 
and within a couple of days 
the back seat will be lost 
under a sea of things that 
could just be useful - various 
tapes, CDs, food, drink 
(alcohol-free of course), 
spanners, sinks, things for 
recycling, etc. In fact, I like to 
think of a car’s rear seating 
area as a handy extension of 
my handbag - but not in the 
Yaris. With tons of storage 
space, more than 15 litres, lots 
of cubbies hidden around the 


cabin and a good-sized split- 
level glovebox, I turned into 
Mrs Tidy Car. 

On the road the car’s 1.0- 
litre WTi (Variable Valve 
Timing intelligence) petrol 
engine is both lively and 
economical. Toyota say the 
Yaris can reach a top speed of 
96mph and achieve 0-60mph 
from rest in around 12 
seconds. There is also 1.33-litre 
with Stop & Start technology 
and a 1.4 D4-D diesel option. 
With keen fuel economy, low 
inertia and low emissions, the 
1.0-litre I tried is a better 
choice than the diesel for the 
urban sprawl and crawl. Marry 
that to the tight turning circle 
and you have a very agile and 


wieldy city scoot. 

As I climbed into the driver’s 
seat for the first time I was 
teleported back into sci-fi 
land. The rather uncon¬ 
ventional fascia looks 
removed from the supermini 
norm, with a 3D effect on the 
main display. More 
conservative buyers may find 
it a bit Buck Rogers but it’s 
certainly distinctive. 

On the road, the Yaris lives 
up to Toyota’s promises - it 
handles safely and com¬ 
petently. 

At prices that start from 
around the £10,700 mark, 
there’s no denying that this car 
offers excellent value for 
money. Buyers have the 
option of five doors, and all 
variants come with impressive 
equipment levels - just like a 
larger car. Keyless ignition 
features on plusher models as 
well as climate control and a 
trip computer. 

The Yaris is also is covered 
by the company’s compre¬ 
hensive three-year warranty. 

This is a car that’s a real 
charmer and on top of all of 
its other attributes, it looks 
good. Yes, I could live with one 
- and we’d be very happy 
together.

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A third of drivers have 
had pothole damage 



Worrying factor: The cost of repairs caused by potholes is on the rise. 


A THIRD of drivers 
have had their cars 
damaged by a 
pothole, according 
to the latest poll 
from road safety 
charity the IAM. 

A further 16 per cent 
have been involved in, 
or have seen an accident 
caused by a road user 
hitting a pothole. Of the 
2600 respondents, 88 
per cent voted pothole 
repair the top priority 
for local council 
maintenance. 

Only 14 per cent of 
people think that their 
council’s current 
performance main¬ 
taining local roads is 
good or very good, with 
more than half rating it 
as bad or very bad. 
When asked what areas 
of road maintenance 
were being done well, 50 
per cent responded 
‘none’, and half also 
think that the roads in 
their area are getting 
worse. 

Overall, Welsh 
respondents are the 
happiest with council 
road maintenance, with 
27 per cent rating per¬ 
formance as good. Res¬ 
pondents from the 
South East are the least 
happy with local road 


maintenance, with only 
ten per cent rating it as 
good, although 

Londoners were an 
exception to this - 18 
per cent rated their 
council as good. Many 
comments suggested 
that local government 
spending cuts are the 
cause of these problems 
- respondents weren’t 
just negative about the 
authorities themselves. 

Keeping foliage and 
grass cut back to 
preserve visibility, and 
annual surface dressing 
of worn out roads, were 
the second and third 
most important 


maintenance factors, at 
64 and 58 per cent 
respectively. 

IAM director of policy 
and research Neil Greig 
said: “The public is 
unhappy with the state 
of their roads, although 
many realise that 
spending cuts are the 
real problem. Eighty per 
cent of those polled 
thought that local 
councils should work 
more closely together to 
increase efficiency, and 
with no loosening of the 
public purse strings in 
sight it will take 
partnerships to ensure 
the backlog in road 


maintenance does not 
continue to stack up.” 

Surrey motorist David 
Kellie, 63, said: “Who 
needs ‘sleeping 

policemen’? The roads 
are in such a poor state 
of repair that most 
drivers are unable to 
keep up with speed 
limits. Those on two 
wheels are in constant 
danger of being thrown 
off whether it be a 
motorbike or cycle. We 
are fed up of hearing 
about cuts as the 
motorist is charged 
more at the pumps and 
through road tax. Where 
does the money go?”

I m nearly ready to 
face best - Goldie 


GOLDIE Sayers believes she is 
ready to challenge the world’s 
best after winning a ninth UK 
title in Birmingham. 

Sayers, who grew up in 
Newmarket, was a confident 
winner of the javelin title at the 
Aviva National Champion¬ 
ships, with a best throw of 
60.57m. 

She will throw at this 
weekend’s Diamond League 
meeting in London and admits 
there are tweaks to make 
before departing for the 
training camp in Daegu, South 
Korea, before the World 
Championships start on 
August 27. 

“It’s great to get another 
title,” she said. “Coming here 
to perform and defend my title 
always motivates me and it’s a 
key event on my calendar. 

“The fact that I’ve come here 
nine times in a row does make 
me feel a bit old, though. 

“I was pleased with my 
performance. It was nothing 
spectacular, but then I was 
lacking a bit of competition. 
The most important thing is I 
feel like I’m throwing well. 

“There are a few things I 
need to work on and I can start 
with that at Crystal Palace, but 
I believe that by the time I get 
to Daegu I will be in the best 
shape possible, and that’s what 
it’s all about - peaking for the 
major championships.” 

Sayers missed the last 
‘worlds’ in Berlin but has 
disappointed in her previous 
appearances, finishing 12th in 
Helsinki and 18th in Osaka. 
But a season’s best 64.46m 


ranks her sixth in the world, 
heightening expectations she 
could make the podium after 
finishing fourth in the Beijing 
Olympics. 

“I think my performance at 
the European Team 
Championships did give me a 
lot of confidence,” she said. 

“I’ve been throwing 
consistently all year and that’s 
really pleasing after all the 


injury problems I’ve had. I 
haven’t thrown anything 
massive yet and I know that 
when I get to Daegu there is a 
top three in the world that are 
a little bit ahead of me. So it’s 
going to take a personal best to 
get in among the medals. 

“I’ve managed to beat the 
top three in the world on 
different occasions this season 
and that is a positive.”
